LETS CLEAR THE RECORD

I would like to make it clear to the members of 
the MDARC and the RRRG Repeater Group why the 
repeater has a very short timer, has been turned off at 
times and why it is now on PL. 


The Repeater Group voted to request users to keep 
their use short during commute times of 4:00 - 6:30 
P.M..This is a time when mobiles and home stations 
want to monitor the repeater to receive messages and to 
report traffic tie ups and to report accidents etc. It 
users RAG CHEW for long periods of time, other users 
are hesitant to break into their gso’s and do not want to 
monitor the repeater and listen to others rag chewing. 
The repeater during these times should be used to make 
contacts and move off to other low level repeaters and 
simplex. The fact it is not being used is not an excuse 
to start rag chewing. 


Almost everybody has complied with the repeater 
group's request. During the day and late evening when 
things are quiet it really doesn't matter. We have set 
the timer for 15 seconds to discourage this rag 


chewing. Even then with oroperanerating nrmctices by 


releasing the mike button adequate conversations may be 
held. A few individuals have refused to cooperate with 
the majority. I apologize for this and hope we can 
change things in the near future. 


As to the repeaters being put on PL. This is NOT to 
keep anyone out of the machine. It has been done to 
prevent interference being repeated through the 
repeaters. It is meant to keep the machines CLEAN. 
The frequency (PL) is 100 Hrz. It will be taken off for 
all public service events and nets. 


I invite all users to attend the next meeting of the 
repeater group on November 16, 1988. Come and give 
the group your news and suggestions.

ELECTRONIC BANDAGES 


....Supposedly heal wounds faster. 
The new bandage is covered with a 
‘treatment antenna’ tnat releases a 
low level of battery-powered radio 
frequency energy. The bandage is— 
kept on the wound for 14 days and 
then discarded. The makers of the 
bandage say wounds heal 30% faster, 
are less painful, swell less, 
chances of infection are reduced 
and the quality of the newly formed 
skin is improved.
